DISTRICT NO. 1. 


Alvah Hanaford, Prudential Committee. 

Summer term. Taught by Miss Mary J. Davis. This school 
appeared well at my visits and I have no doubt but that this teach- 
er did all that could be done under the circumstances. ‘There is 
lack of interest and enthusiasm oa the part of the scholars, which 
tends greatly to paralyze the efforts of the teacher. The school, at 
its closing examination, did not show so much thoroughness and 
readiness in recitation as was desirable, but this should not be im-— 
_ puted to neglect or mismanagement on the part of the teacher.— 
Much the same may be said of the winter term, under the charge 
of Miss Clara A. Sanborn, who is an able and experienced teacher, 
and does her duty faithfully and efficiently, but labored under the 
same disadvantages as the one who preceded her. The attendance 
of larger scholars during the winter term, gave some additional in- 
terest. 

DISTRICT, NO, 2. 


Wm. Gilman, Prudential Committee. 

Summer and fall terms. Taught by Miss Susan B. Smart. In mat- 
ters of scholarship and discipline, this is one of the best schools in 
town. Miss. Smart has done a good work here, and has added to 
her former reputation. I was glad to meet so many of the parents 
at the closing examination. Accept my thanks for your attendance. 
Continue such aid and encouragement to your children and teach- 
ers, and it will add much to the profit of your school. 

DISTRICT NO. 3. 
Jason Foss, Prudential Committee. 

This is a small 
school, of small scholars, and offers no great opportunities for a 
teacher to display their ability. Ihave a favorable opinion of this .

Winter term. Miss Clara K. Smart, teacher. Miss Smart has 
been favorably known in connection with the school in Dist. No. 7 
She is really a good teacher, but her efforts were not so well appre- 
ciated in this instance, as they ought to have been. However, noth- 
ing serious occurred, and I trust nothing will hereafter. Let har- 
mony prevail in everything relating to your school. 


DISTRICT NO. 5. 


Chas. H. Ayers, Jr. Prudential Committee. 

Summer term. Taught by Miss Ann E. Huse, who ese: Seen 
the same energy here, which characterizes her in everything which 
she undertakes. She tried to do rather too much at atime. ‘The 
amount of labor which can be accomplished, is necessarily govern- 
ed by the length of the term. Better go over less, and make the 
scholars rely upon their own resources, than to render so much as- 
sistance. This cannot be considered a serious fault, but it is not 
well adapted to develop those habits of originality and self-reliance, 
which are desirable. 

Winter term. Miss Lizzie A. Smith, teacher. I cannot report 
anything in regard to the advancement made in this school, at I was 
not notified in season to visit it at its close, owing to a misunder- 
standing. It appeared well at.the commencement, and the teach- 
er and scholars appeared to be working together, harmoniously and 
successfully. 


DISTRICT NO. 6. 


David Brown, Prudential Committee. 
Summer term. Taught by Miss Helen E. Cofran. This school 
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is small, quiet and orderly. The scholars are deeply interested in 
their school, and anxious to improve, and under the charge of a 
good teacher, there is nothing to hinder good adyancement. 

Fall term. Taught by Miss Tirzah A. Dow, who has taught in 
this distrtct several terms before, and is too well known in her eall- 
ing to need special commendation. 

DISTRICT NO. 7. 

J. F. Glines, Prudential Committee. 

Summer and fall terms. Taught by Miss Clara Smart. I cor- 
dially approve of the management of this school in all its particu- 
lars, and give equal credit to parents, teacher, and scholars. You

manifest an interest in your school which is very commendable. I 
make the following extract from the Register for the summer term: 
‘*Most all of the people residing in the district have visited the 
school during the term.” Also for the fall term, she says, ‘‘The 
parents kept up their usual interest in the wellfare of their child- 


ren.” 


DISTRICT NO. 8. 

B. George Haynes, Prudential Committee. 

Winter term only. Taught by Miss Mary E. Haynes. This 
district has had but nine weeks school during the year, but such is 
the application of the scholars that this school contains some of the 
best scholars in town. Miss Haynes is really a good teacher, and 
having been faithful in the discharge of her duty to the few, I can 
confidently recommend her as a “ruler over many.” Her Register 
was a model of neatness and correctness, from which I make the 
following extract: ‘‘The scholars were all well disposed, and evin- 
ced an interest in their studies, and a desire to improve. I have 
tried to do my duty faithfully, and my aim has been to make them 
thorough as far as they went.” 

DISTRICT NO. 9. No School. 
DISTRICT NO. 10. 

Benjamin F. Cofran, Prudential Committee. 

Summer term. Taught by Miss Ann Maria Brown. She has emi- 
nent literary qualifications, and her long experience enables her to 
take a high rank among the first class of teachers. Miss Brown 
possesses energy ina good degree of developement, which she in- 
fused into her school in all its departments. Order and improve- 
ment excellent. 
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Winter term. Taught by Miss L. Maria Satsat Miss Sar- 
gent came to her school aided by much valuable experience, and 
appeared to fully understand her duty. At my last visit but few of 
the scholars were present, mostly small ones. These seemed to 
have made good improvement in their studies. Iam inclined to 
think some of the larger scholars dishonored themselves and their 
teacher. The parents should see that all such mauifestations on the 
part of these scholars, are promptly checked. 


DISTRICT NO. 11. 


Gardner §. Abbott, Prudential Committee. 

Summer term only. Taught by Selina Thurston. This is a 
good little school, considering the small amount of schooling which 
it receives. This teacher succeeded well in discharging her duties, 
and I can recommend her to the patronage of the district in the fu- 
ture. y 


Such in brief has been the progress and standing of your 
schools for the past year. Taken as a whole, it has been a year of 
unusual prosperity. Your selections of teachers have been very ju- 
dicious and has, indicated your desire to get good ones only. Asa 
class, they have been superior to any class with whom it has been 
my privilege to be associated. They have been well qualified in 
matters of education, have been faithful in their work, and almost 
without an exception have been remarkably successful. Such as 
have been tried. and found worthy, should receive your patronage 
in the future. The parents in some of the districts, especially in 
Districts No. 2 and 7, are begining to realize that they, too, have a 
work to perform in the education of their children. Frequent visits 
to the school room by the parents not only increase the interest of 
the scholars, but tend greatly to lighten the labors and cheer the 
heart of the teacher. Children are imitative beings, and their inter- 
est is a sure index of your own. The suggestions on this point 1: 
commend to your consideration. The clouds that have darkened 
our skies for the few past years have cleared away, and the sun of 
peace and returning prosperity shines upon us, but their shadow is 
still seen in the shape.of high prices and increased taxation, which 
affect our schools very seriously. The wages of teachers are ris- 
ing in the same ratio of increase as other kinds of labor. This 
serves to shorten our schools, which calls loudly for an appropria- 
tion beyond what is required by law ; but in the present condition of 
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your finances, Idare not urge this suggestion upon you. You see 

the situation and can make your choice. In short, if you cannot 
increase the length of your schools, sound policy should influence 
you to make the most of what you now have. In districts No. 6 
and 8 the school houses are much out of repair, but with these ex- 
ceptions all are in good condition. In the districts above mentioned, 
I trust it is the desire of the citizens to have better and more com. 
fortable houses, and I hope that the time will soon come when they 
can afford it. I am glad to learn that the citizens in District No. 
10 are considering the expediency of uniting with the other districts 
in the village, for the purpose of forming a graded school. The 
advantages of consolidation are self evident, and I trust that you 
view the matter in its true light. Many other things have occurred 
to me while in the discharge of my duties, to which I should like to 
call your attention, but which I am obliged to omit for sake of 
brevity. In conclusion, allow me, in behalf of your teachers, to 
tender to you my sincere thanks for your co-operation and your ef- 


forts to raise the standard of your schools, and to promote the wel- 


fare of your children.
